Drawings 

1 . The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(5) 
because they do not include the following reference sign(s) mentioned in the 
description: 216. Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are 
required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any 
amended replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the 
immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The 
replacement sheet(s) should be labeled "Replacement Sheet" in the page header (as 
per 37 CFR 1 .84(c)) so as not to obstruct any portion of the drawing figures. If the 
changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will be notified and informed of 
any required corrective action in the next Office action. The objection to the drawings 
will not be held in abeyance. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

4. In claim 1 , the Applicant is required to clarify to what the claim is intended to be 
drawn to, i.e., either the tensioner alone or the combination of the tensioner and the 
surgical tape. The Applicant sets forth the combination of the tensioner and the surgical 
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tape when describing the first and second points being longitudinally separated from 
each other along the length surgical tape, which is inconsistent with preamble, that sets 
forth the subcombination of tensioner. Applicant is required to make the language of 
the claims consistent with the intent of the claims. It should also be noted that in 
considering the claims on the merits, the Examiner will consider the claims as drawn to 
the combination. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

6. Claims 1-13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Smith 
4140125. 

7. Smith teaches a tensioner for surgical tape, the tensioner comprising: a unitary 
tensioner body, the tensioner body having attaching means; holding means; wherein the 
tensioner is formed of plastic; the attaching means comprises an elongated slot through 
the unitary tensioner body; the holding means comprises a circular opening through the 
unitary tensioner body; the holding means comprises an elongated slot through the 
unitary tensioner body (see figs. 4C and 4D of 4140125). 
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8. Claims 1-3, 5-7, 9, and 10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Bierman 5354282. 

9. Bierman teaches a tensiorier for surgical tape, the tensioner comprising: a 
unitary tensioner body, the tensioner body having attaching means; holding means; 
wherein the tensioner is formed of plastic; the attaching means comprises an elongated 
slot through the unitary tensioner body; the holding means comprises an elongated slot 
through the unitary tensioner body, (see fig. below). 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

10. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

1 1 . Claims 4 and 8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 



Bierman. 
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1 2. As to claims 4 and 8, Bierman fails to teach a circular opening. However, it 
would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention 
was made to make the opening of Bierman circular because the shape of the opening is 
a mere design choice and that any shape would perform equally well. Furthermore, the 
Applicant has not disclosed why the particulars of the dimension are of importance or 
solve a state problem or provide an advantage over the prior art.
